WASHINGTON-, September 5.—The sil- 


ver moil in the senate today sprung ;i 
Kiirprise on the repeal fortes in a de- 
claration of Stewart that hereafter u 
quorum of the senate would have to be 
[•ri'sutit when the senators spoke upon 
the silver question. If the opponents of 
repeal insist upon a quorum being pres- 
ent at all times, it will be a new mo- 
jind may seriously interfere with the 
program of the friends of repeal. 


Substantially the entire day in the 


senate was consumed by Stewart of 
Kcvadii, who 
took 
positive ground 


against the repeal of the Sherman act 
until silver was rcinoncUzcd. 


A vote of the senate to proceed to the 


consideration of executive business this 
jifternoon was ths first setback the re- 
peal men have thus far sustained in the 
senate. 


The financial policy of thoadmimslra- 


liun was clearly defined today. It is 
that all Hie secondary Itnaiicial leg- 
islation i» to be postponed till the senate 
surts on the repeal bill. The house cum- 
in itlee on banking and currency, to 
which falls the duty to originate the 
legislation tu follow repeal, met this 
morning, but at once adjourned for one 
week. It is learned that the 1'rcsidcnt 
and Secretary Carlisle expressed a wish 
that all remedial legislation be post- 
poned till tliu repeal bill has actually 
paired the senate. There is no doubt 
{lie committee intends to follow this 
sut-'m'Htion. The object in to put spurs 
to the senate by concentrating public at- 
tention on it.

Is the Statement of the 


Treasury Department

Los AN<U:I,IW, September 5.—Judge 


KOBB of the United States district court 
today announced that the statement of 
the treasury department that there is no 
money to enforce the provisions of the 
Geary act is not founded upon fact, and 
accordingly ordered the deportation of 
Chun Shang Yuen, a Chinese laborer 
who refused to register. 


When Yuen's case was called for trial 


the. district attorney read a telegram 
from Attorney General Olney which 
stated he had been informed by the 
treasury department that .there arc no 
funds to execute the provisions of the 
Geary law, and requesting Judge Itoss 
to follow the precedent established by 
the district court of New York and dis- 
charge from custody the Chinese ar- 
rested under the Geary act, at the same 
time ordering them to be deported 
whenever provisions for such deporta- 
tion Khali be made by the proper author- 
ities. 


Judge Kosa declines to comply with 


this request and in his decision savs: 
"No distinction can be legally made be- 
tween offenders and .1 nui see no valid 
ground for withholding a warrant for 
the arrest of any person properly charged 
with a violation of any of the provisions 
uf the law in question, nor for denying 
an order for the deportation of any such 
persons, in the absence of judicial in- 
formation that the executive depart- 
ment has no funds to carry out the pro- 
visions of the law. That information is 
not conveyed by the attorney general's 
:oimnimication. 
On the contrary the 


:lear inference drawn from it is that 
there are funds available for the execu- 
tjon of the deary law, other than iis 
sixth section. The distinction thus at- 
tempted to be drawn between different 
offeiiHL's denounced by the statute is, in 
my judgment, \\ithoul the authority of 
law and my sense of duty obliges me to 
disregard it. Congress made no such 
distinction in making as it did an appro- 
priation for the enforcement of the 
Geary act in the act of August, 1H»L'."

RIOTOUS MINERS. 


Troops are Called Out to Restore 


Quiet and Peace. 


LONDON, September 5.—Reports this 


evening show that additional and seri- 
ous demonstrations are being made by 
the striking coal miners. At Chester- 
field and Darin-shirt! disorders are par- 
ticularly violent, and troops, the Sixth 
Dragoon Guards and a company of Irish 
finnlliers were sent there to help restore 
peace. When the fusilliers arrived at 
Chesterfield they found that the mob of 
riotous miners had possession of the col- 
liery premises. The riotors were dis- 
persed. The people in the town are 
in a state of panic over the actions of 
the strikers. Troops will remain to pre- 
vent further disorder. 


Serious riots occurred tonight in 


Yorkshire. Several eollierv buildings 
wore sacked and. burned. 1'roops were 
called to disperse the rioters and to 
guard mine property. 


A miners' riot also occurred at Tram- 


hie, Wales, this evening, and the aid of 
troops and cavalry was necessary to 
Buppresa it. 


Cleveland.—A mob of between 300 and 


400 street laborers who are out of em- 
ployment caused no end of excitement 
and trouble in the southeastern part of 
the citv today. The leaders of the mob 
were llungarians and Poles who had re- 
fused to accept a reduction of wages 
made by ii paving contractor. 
Men at 


work on sewer and street improvements 
were ordered to quit, and when they did 
not do so they were assaulted with clubs 
and stones. Joseph ISailey, city in- 
spoetor, was beaten to insensibility. At 
4 o'clock 11 collision occurred between 
the rioters and police- and four of the 
ring leaders, all Hungarian.", were ar- 
rested and placed in jail. 


A Crown Prince. 


WI:HT POINT, N. Y., September 5.— 


The crown prince of Japan, who is trav- 
eling incog under the title of Count 
lUiehitn, arrived at West Point yester- 
day morning.
